•tea have a\ tempted to write ahort- 



RcholMtie cxeellenM by their own ex 
ertions, and It la equally all right for 
the sons of wealthy men to be carried 
through the schools and colleges. But 
the sous of rich men seldom amount tc 
much, and the Clays, Lincolns and Oar- 
flelds are but few and far between. The 
common schools and high schools 
should be conducted tor the pur|K>ge of 
(rivinf practical education to the mil- 
lions who will aoon bs men and wom- 
en, boaring upon their shoulders, minds 
and hearts the burdens q( the repub- 
lic, and t'.iey should b« Well grounded 
ill the first principles of education. 

In all of the grades of our public 
schools the teachers are required, will- 
ingly or otherwise, to mske excursions 
into the hills and woods surrounding 
this city, taking the children with them 
with the alleged purpose of studying 
botany and geology. The da>s thus 
spent are jilcnic days, ami fliev cnine 
quite often. 'I'he children are Dlilijfcd 
to pay their ovv n c-ar fare, no matter 
how jioor their parents may l)P. 'J'liis 
Is as tinfair as it is iinvvisc. 'i'lie chil- 
dren do not need botany or f^colopy. nor 
will they c\i r lia\c need of Know Icijije 
of those liriii I hi s in after life.

when they come to v\oik for men in 
I journalisuj. or otlier literary pursuits, 
Ithi-Ve hi;.'h school graduate s arc help-

I the worils sjioken to tlicin. any more 
than they would iinilcistand llic words 
of n foreif;ii lan^;iiag'-, 'rhcse extreme 
statements are m.iiic as a result of per- 
sonal cNpci ii nee in (f< alln^ with the 
gniduates of these schools. 

Inasmuch ns the boys and girls .Tre 
rot tarpht to In- accuiate i.i their spell- 
ing, they carry through life with them 
llcivenly inlellietual habits. Some of 
tl em ruuly law and medicine, but they 
do not know how to spell the technical 
terms used in their professions.

Thus it appears that scores, it not 
hundrcdsl of men and women become 
teachers in the public schools, who 
might better be in trade of some kind. 
Thus it appears that there are supcrin 
tendents or members of school boards 
who know little about teaching, but 
have power to employ teachers who 
know less. Consequently our public 
schools are in need of competent su- 
pervision, which will result in com- 
plete reformation of uielhod and q( 
means for giving practical ediu ation to 
our voung [leople. 

I'pon whom to fix th^ res|i(insiliility 
for the deplorable conil it ion of oUJ',](lub- 
Hc Kchools the writer does nut know. It 
is enough for the presAit to stale the 
facts. The congress Is'^lre lawmaking 
body of this city, and the facts herein 
presented will be laid before the con- 
gress by a body of leading citizens, 
and legislation will be asked recjuir- 
ing the public schools of the District 
of Columbia to teach reading, spelling, 
wriing and ariliiuietic in t he first, sec- 
and third grades. After that, if chil- 
dren re<|uire higher educalioni they 
may be t.iught soaielhiiig of (he sci- 
ences, and maybe of the dead lan- 
guages.
